Ali family’s message to sacked cops who have ‘scarred’ Faruk

THE brother of an autistic man 
who was chased by two 
Bedfordshire Police officers 
has told how his brother has 
been left traumatised. 

PCs Christopher Thomas and 
Christopher Pitts were this week 
sacked by the force following a 
public disciplinary hearing held 
at Wyboston Lakes, relating to 
the incident in Whitby Road, 
Luton, in February 2014. 

The family alleged that Faruk 
Ali was bundled into bins by the 
pair and was then punched by 
Mr Thomas. 

Shocking footage from a police 
car dash cam has been released 
this week, which showed the 
pair laughing at Mr Ali - who 
has a mental age of five - before 
they chased him. 

Mr Pitts and Mr Thomas were 
found not guilty of misconduct 
in a public office at a trial in 
December 2014, at Aylesbury 
Crown Court, while Mr Thomas 
was also found not guilty of 
racially aggravated assault. 

But Leicestershire Police 
found they had a case to answer, 
and the pair were found to have 
breached standards of profes¬ 
sional conduct. 

Faruk’s brother Dhobir Ali, 
said: “The act they committed 
was disgusting and it has left 
Faruk traumatised, even now. 

“There’s still a noticeable 
difference between how he 
acted before the incident and 
now, there’s a noticeable scar 
which will take some time for 
him to recover from. 

“I still get angry when watch¬ 
ing the footage and I think 
everyone needs to see it to make 
up their mind about what 
happened.” 

Bedfordshire Police say that 
they had a due process to follow 
and could not act to remove the 
two officers from their post any

‘Brute’ is jailed for revenge 
porn attack on ex-girlfriend

A CONTROLLING former boy¬ 
friend who posted revenge porn 
films and photos on social media 
of the girl who broke up with him, 
has been jailed. 

Hassan Azam of Shelley Road, 
Luton, was described as a ‘nasty 
bully’ by a crown court judge who 
heard the spurned lover lied to his 
former girlfriend’s colleagues 
about her having a baby ‘sucked 
out of her’ and warned she would 


end up missing. He went on to 
post a video of him and his ex hav¬ 
ing sex on Facebook and posted 
images on an Instagram account 
set up to fool people into thinking 
it was hers. 

The revenge porn postings were 
made while Azam was out on bail 
as detectives looked into the alle¬ 
gations against him. 

The judge blasted the officers 
who agreed to free Azam on bail, 
telling him he should never have 
been freed to commit the offenc¬ 
es. 

Azam’s lawyer, David Smith, 


admitted there was ‘very little to 
mitigate the severity of the offenc¬ 
es’. 

He said: “The relationship 
turned sour and it is quite clear 
the complainant did not want to 
be in a relationship with the 
defendant, which the defendant 
could not accept.” 

Azam, 20, was jailed for 28 
months after admitting stalking 
the girl, intending to harass her 
and posting sexually explicit 
images of her online without her 
consent. 

Passing sentence at Aylesbury 


Crown Court, Judge Francis 
Sheridan told Azam: “Your record 
shows you are simply a brute. 
That’s what it comes down to. 

“You have picked on a previous 
girlfriend, when you were 
sentenced to a very moderate 
term for pursuing a course of 
conduct amounting to harass¬ 
ment. You are just a bully - and a 
nasty one at that.” 

Azam was also made the subject 
of a restraining order banning 
him from being within 25 metres 
of his victim and contacting her in 
any way.

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Forced marriages 
masked by ‘taboo’

UNDER-REPORTING is hid¬ 
ing the true number of forced 
marriage victims, the head 
of a local charity has said. 

Melanie Skyers, chief execu¬ 
tive of Luton All Women’s 
Centre, said the ‘taboo’ sur¬ 
rounding the subject pre¬ 
vented some men and women 
from speaking out. 

Her comments follow reve¬ 
lations earlier this week by 
The Mirror that between 
2010-2015, the courts granted 
131 orders protecting people 
in Luton who either were in a 
forced marriage, felt threat¬ 
ened with one or knew some¬ 


one who might have been in 
one. 

In 2013, a forced marriage 
case in the town involving a 
16-year-old girl made nation¬ 
al headlines when it emerged 
that the teenager had been 
forced to marry a man she 
said she had only meet once. 

Ms Skyers said: “We know 
that the number of forced 
marriage cases has not really 
decreased. 

“We have just had figures 
from Bedfordshire Police in 
the last year which show they 
have had 190 cases across the 
county and we have had 52 
cases, so that is a significant 
number.” 

Ms Skyers also said the 


nature of issues such as 
domestic violence and forced 
marriage meant official sta¬ 
tistics only showed just ‘the 
tip of the iceberg’. 

She added: “It is a huge issue 
and it is damaging when 
young people have had to flee 
from their families. 

“It leaves a long lasting lega¬ 
cy and they cannot have that 
normal relationship with 
their family. 

“Our charity not only goes 
to give talks to young people 
but we also get them help. 

“We deal with crisis cases 
with people at risk of honour 
based violence or forced mar¬ 
riage and they are having to 
leave Luton.”

THE re-introduction of 
youth projects could help 
reduce the number of 
nuisance bikers, the owner 
of a tutoring firm has said. 

Karl Weaver, from KWS 
Educational Services in 
Luton, said a lack of funding 
for youth activities meant 
illegal bikers would continue 
being an ‘on-going problem’. 

In 2010 Mr Weaver ran a 
Central Bedfordshire 


Council-funded project 
teaching young people 
mechanical skills but it was 
cut due to a lack of money. 

Last Tuesday, 15-year-old 
Brandon Arnold died follow¬ 
ing a motorbike collision in 
Marsh Larm and in the wake 
of his death residents have 
voiced concerns over young 
people’s use of bikes. 

Mr Weaver said: “Until you 
invest some money into 
young people, it is going to be 
an on-going thing. 

“Our project worked and it 


stopped anti-social behav¬ 
iour and illegal riding on the 
street. It was not 100 per cent 
but in the area we worked in 
there was a reduction.” 

A Central Bedfordshire 
spokesman said: “We accept 
that tackling nuisance 
motorcycles will involve a 
range of measures which 
may include community 
projects, awareness raising 
and enforcement.” 

He added that the council 
would ‘continually review’ 
its schemes and options. 


Inquest opens into 
teen biker’s death 

AN inquest has been opened this 
week into the death of a teenager 
who lost control of a motorbike and 
collided with a lamppost. 

Brandon ‘Ajay’ Arnold, 15, of 
Copenhagen Close, Luton, had not 
been wearing a helmet when he 
crashed in Denham Close, last 
Tuesday. The coroner’s court heard 
that he had been riding the bike on 
the pavement in a residential area

Kid’s arena owner 
in wage delay row

THE former employees of a new children’s 
play arena have accused its owner of not pay¬ 
ing wages on time and ‘unfairly’ sacking staff. 

Ex-staff from Kid ‘n’ Play in the Galaxy claim 
they have had to ‘keep asking’ owner Chima 
Martin for their full salaries following the 
arena’s launch in January this year. 

One former employee, who wishes to remain 
anonymous, said a number of people were 
not paid in full on the first pay day on 
February 29. 

They said: “It feels like we came to help him 
out with his business and then at the end of 
the month he did not give us anything. You 
cannot do that to people and play tricks on 
some of the young members of staff.” 

Another said: “He gave us a verbal contract 
and when we spoke to him about written con¬ 
tracts he avoided it and tried not to do it.” 


Mr Martin said his business had employed 
over 20 people ‘within the last three months’ 
and was ‘punctual’ in paying wages. 

He also said delays were due to staff not 
signing in and out of work properly. 

He added: “My belief is that these allega¬ 
tions have been brought about by employees 
who have not worked hard enough to bring 
value to the business and therefore have been 
laid off.” 


Man jailed for series of historic sex offences 


A PENSIONER is facing eight years behind bars after 
being found guilty of sexually abusing a child. 

Raymond Lilley, 72, from Totternhoe, indecently 
assaulted the young girl over a number of years in 
the 1990s, and was sentenced Thursday at Luton 
Crown Court. 

Detective Constable Nadia Hussein, who investi¬ 
gated the case, said: “Lilley took advantage of his 
victim for a number of years, forcing abhorrent sex¬ 
ual abuse on her at an age when she was too young 


to understand what was happening. This case is an 
example of how we are committed to investigating 
any allegation of sexual abuse and that justice can 
still be done, even if the offences occured several 
years ago. 

“We hope this gives other people who may have 
been sexually abused in the past to come forward in 
the knowledge that they will be listened to and 
taken seriously, and it’s not too late for action to be 
taken.”

Fighting the good fight 


THIS week Luton-based legal 
professional Javeria Hussain 
reflects on the recent visit to 
the town by retired Pakistani 
judge, Justice Nasira Iqbal. 

Mrs Iqbal came to Luton for 
International Women’s Day and 
spent time talking to residents 
and officials. 



I’m a proud Lutonian, born 
and bred. From the age of 10 
I’ve been involved in local 
voluntary work ranging from 
community youth projects 
with Pakistan Kashmir Youth 
Forum to the exciting grass¬ 
roots political campaigns in 
Luton South CLP. 

I take pride in serving the 
local community in the spirit 
of humanity. Recently, I had 
the rare privilege of meeting 
one of South East Asia’s dis¬ 
tinguished and inspirational 
women, the eminent human 
rights lawyer, retired Justice 
Nasira Iqbal, as part of 
International Women’s Day. 

Justice Iqbal is the daugh- 
ter-in-law of the revered 
internationally renowned 
poet-philosopher Sir 
Muhammed Iqbal (also 
known as ‘Allama Iqbal’), the 
spiritual founder of Pakistan. 

She was one of the first 
women appointed to the 
judiciary in 1994 and her 
spouse who passed away 
not so long ago was the for¬ 
mer chief justice. 

I found Justice Iqbal grace¬ 
ful, humble with boundless 
energy and intellectual prow¬ 
ess. It transpired that we are 
both feminists interested in 
human rights, justice and 
community services which at 
improve women’s lives. 

Justice Iqbal has pioneered 
several projects in Lahore 
that provide free legal 
advice, financial and educa¬ 
tional services to impover¬ 
ished women. She actively 
works on law reform cam¬ 
paigns for women’s rights. 

I am pleased Justice Iqbal 
visited Luton, a town that 
prides in its commitment 
towards women’s rights and 


the integration and empow¬ 
ering women in the local 
community. 

We are the first ‘White 
Ribbon’ town pledging to end 
violence against women and 
have local organisations 
dedicated to supporting dis¬ 
advantaged women trans¬ 
form their lives. 

A high proportion of the 
town’s young females are in 
secondary and further edu¬ 
cation and they go on to 
become academic achievers, 
working women, bread win¬ 
ners and professionals. 

Local women can be seen 
at the forefront of community 
cohesion, ‘One Britain-One 
Nation’ and faith dialogue, 
working hard to tackle 
extremism, promote British 
values, peace and love. 

Given the recent tensions, 
this will become increasingly 
paramount in strengthening 
Luton’s image as a united 
and tolerant town. 

Luton Borough Council has 
a number of women, particu¬ 
larly ethnic minorities, hold¬ 
ing senior public office and 
the leader, Cllr Hazel 
Simmons, is a role model. 

During her visit, Justice 
Iqbal met two of the coun¬ 
cil’s female executive mem¬ 
bers Cllrs Jacqueline Burnett 
and Naseem Ayub, to learn 
about local public services 
and women’s initiatives. 

There’s still a way to go on 
the gender equality front but 
Justice Iqbal’s message for 
the women of Luton was, 
“You inspire me. I am 
pleased to see the empower¬ 
ment of women in Luton. We 
need to keep it up and inte¬ 
grate in the local community 
as responsible citizens.”

Question marks over 
student housing plan

MORE student flats have been recom¬ 
mended for approval despite a university 
expressing concern about the oversupply 
of such accommodation. 

Luton Borough Council want councillors 
to give the green light to a development 
made up of 230 student rooms and 24 flats 
in Cumberland Street. 

However, in a document due to be 
discussed at a meeting on Wednesday, the 
University of Bedfordshire is said to have 
‘questioned the need for further accom¬ 
modation’ when it has experienced a 
decrease in demand. 

The council has repeatedly stated it 
hopes such planning applications would 
help to ‘free up much needed houses for 
families’. 

Last December, the university’s former 
director of facilities and estates Graham 
Blake wrote a letter to the authority 
warning that its approval of more student 
housing was based on ‘flawed assump¬ 
tions about the number of students in the 
town’. 

A spokeswoman for the university said it 
always recommends students use housing 
‘approved by the university’. 

She added: “The benefits of choosing 
university accommodation are great; 
students can live with other new students 
in secure conditions with trained security 
staff on site.” 


Right up your street 

Farmland 
makes way 

THIS week Howard Chandler looks at the 
history of Brache Farm... 


EARLY 19th century maps show Luton as 
mostly farmland. In 1900 there were eight 
farms within a mile of the Town Hall and three 
times that number a little further beyond. 

As the town and population grew, farms 
were replaced by houses. Brache Farm, off 
Park Street and owned by the Crawley family 
of Stockwood, was sold in the 1920s. 

Alton Road was laid out on the site of the 
farmhouse. The word Alton (derived from 
Anglo Saxon) means ‘farmstead at the source 
of the river’, which is particularly appropriate 
as Brache Farm was close to the River Lea. 

Jonathan Francis Seymour was the tenant 
farmer for the Crawley family from at least 
1898 until it was sold, hence Seymour Road 
and Avenue. Osborne Road was known as 
Brache Road until 1902. 

By 1904 the new name had been adopted, 
probably to honour straw hat manufacturer 
Charles Haddon Osborne, mayor of Luton in 
1903 and 1931.

A CHURCH has been left 
with an £80,000 bill after 
being targeted by lead 
thieves twice in four months. 

All Saints Church in 
Chalgrave Road, Chalgrave, 
had the lead stolen from its 
roof after midnight last 
Sunday. 

It follows a similar incident 
on December 3 last year 
which left the congregation 
facing £40,000 repair costs. 

Reverend Anne Crawford, 
the church rector, said the 
latest theft had left people 
‘extremely upset’. 

She said the church would 
not be putting any lead back 
on the roof and was consider¬ 
ing alternatives such as 
stainless steel. 

Rev Crawford added: “It is 
all disappointing and 
discouraging and you also 
have the damage that has 
been done inside, so if it rains 
it gets wet. 

“We have a funeral this 
week and it is not nice for 
people grieving to have to 
cope with this as well. 

“We managed to raise a 
couple of thousand after the 
last theft but £40,000 is a lot 


to find and now we are look¬ 
ing at £80,000. 

“That is a huge amount of 
money for a small congrega¬ 
tion.” 

Rosie Cooper, a business 
administrator from Luton 
who helped raise £1,000 for 
the church last December 
and is due to marry fiance 
Adam Webster there in fuly, 
described the latest theft as 
‘heart-breaking’. 


She said: “I’m absolutely 
gutted, especially for the 
church because I know how 
much of a struggle it was 
going to be anyway. 

“It’s quite heartbreaking to 
know there are people who 
want to target an 800-year- 
old church.” 

Bedfordshire Police said 
they were investigating the 
theft and pursuing ‘all lines 
of enquiry’.

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Centres given more 
time to find funding

COMMUNITY centres 
have been handed a life¬ 
line after Luton Borough 
Council announced that 
they have until March 
next year to secure fund¬ 
ing. 

The facilities faced 
closure in July due to cuts 
being made to London 
Luton Airport Limited’s 
community fund, but this 
extension would give 
campaigners time to 
make the services self- 
sufficient. 

Kathryn Knights, who is 
leading the campaign to 
secure the future of the 
centres, said: “All the 
signs were there that they 
would give us more time 
and I’m really pleased that 
they have. 

“It’s a great success but 
it’s very much the start of 
the journey. 

“There’s still a lot of hard 
work left to do.” 

Cllr David Franks, who 
along with fellow 
Barnfield Cllr Rachel 
Hopkins proposed the 


extension at an overview 
and scrutiny committee 
meeting last Wednesday 
said: “I’m going to be 
working closely with the 
Barnfield community and 
know colleagues are 
working with their wards. 

“We’ve been given an 
opportunity to get this 
sorted. 

A spokesman for Luton 
Borough Council said: 
“Executive last night 
heard that local commu¬ 
nity groups have done a 
considerable amount of 
work towards keeping the 
Raynham Way and 
Bushmead community 
centres open. 

“Much more work needs 
to be done and it is 
acknowledged that re¬ 
opening the centres after 
they have closed would be 
much more difficult than 
keeping them open now. 

“Executive agreed to 
grant an extension of time 
until March 31, 2017 for 
these community groups 
to prepare a credible and 
viable business plan to 
take over running of the 
two community centres.” 



Funeral firm 
makes plea 
to motorists 

A FUNERAL directors is asking 
road users to ‘show more consid¬ 
eration’ for grieving families after 
some of its processions were over¬ 
taken by impatient drivers. 

Michael Liddle, managing director 
of Neville Funeral Service in Marsh 
Road, said several of his funeral 
corteges had been overtaken by 
motorists rushing to their destina¬ 
tion. 

He said the issue has been a 
problem for ‘several years’ but was 
now happening more frequently. 

He said: “Some people overtake 
the cortege when there’s not 
enough room or they have tried to 
cut through at roundabouts. At 
times there’s been people putting 
themselves, and us, at risk. 

“It’s just generally that everyone 
in the world seem to be busy and 
there’s not a lot of time so they are 
not showing the respect that we 
would expect. 

“This has been a problem for 
several years, it’s not just 
happened now, but it seems to 
have happened a bit more recently 
and I don’t know why. 

“The families generally under¬ 
stand the situation and they don’t 
mention it to us but they do some¬ 
times say things like, ‘it’s a shame 
that someone could not wait for 
us’. I would ask drivers, if that was 
one of your loved ones, would you 
want them to be shown that lack of 
consideration?”

Flytippers strike again at hospice site 


A HOSPICE which cares for 
terminally ill people has called 
on flytippers to stop dumping 
rubbish and blocking the 
entrance to their premises. 

Liz Searle, chief executive of 
Keech Hospice, said flytippers 
risked preventing ambulances 
from coming to emergencies. 

On Wednesday, rubbish was 
dumped along its entrance in 
Great Bramingham Lane, 
Streatley {pictured). 

The hospice, which experi¬ 
enced a similar incident last 
May, said flytipping was an 
‘on-going problem’. 

Ms Searle said: “It is a seri¬ 
ous situation as it could prevent 



an ambulance from reaching 
the hospice. 

“Flytipping anywhere is not 
good but it is especially horrible 
to see it on a lane that leads to 
a hospice which cares for 
children and adults with life 
limiting or terminal illnesses. 

“Visitors come here to see 


loved ones we care for and 
today this will have been the 
first thing they will have seen. 

“It is not the welcoming 
message we would like for 
Keech Hospice Care. We hope 
the people who are dumping 
the rubbish realise what they 
are doing and stop.” 

Central Bedfordshire Council 
said it had recorded 12 
incidents of flytipping since last 
May. 

A spokeswoman said: “We 
take flytipping very seriously, 
patrol the area regularly and 
will prosecute all offenders 
where there is sufficient 
evidence.” 


Fatal nightclub punch 
was in ‘self-defence’

A CLUBBER was killed by a 
single punch from the boy¬ 
friend of a barmaid he had 
just given his phone number 
to and said he was going to 
take home, a court heard on 
Thursday. 

Tomas Juska, 24, had been 
told by Sarah Haynes that she 


was not interested in him, 
but he persisted telling her 
she was ‘beautiful’. 

He had been escorted out of 
Club Cookies nightclub in 
Dunstable by door staff in 
the early hours of August 23 
last year, after a confronta¬ 
tion with her new boyfriend 
Cortney Batchelor. 

Outside the club, Mr Juska 
was ‘poleaxed’ by Mr 


Batchelor, who had allegedly 
said he would ‘smash him’. 

Mr Juska, who worked for 
Amazon, suffered a lethal 
brain injury and died the 
following day, Luton Crown 
Court was told. 

Mr Batchelor, now 22, of 
Paisley Close, Luton, pleads 
not guilty to manslaughter at 
Luton Crown Court, saying 
he acted in self-defence.

On a mission for 
the spoken word 



WHEN ‘X Marks The Spot’ comes to Luton 
for a second time next month, there will be 
one person in the crowd hoping it will mark 
the start of a poetry revolution in the town. 

Mathew-Paul Yamfam (left), a 25-year- 
old tutor and poet who is also known as 
the ‘Mighty Poet’ is trying to build a ‘con¬ 
scious love’ of the spoken word in Luton. 

X Marks The Spot will feature seven 
spoken word artists and three musicians 
showcasing their ability to use language to 
explore 'thought provoking concepts’ and 
‘challenging ideas’. It follows a similar 
event earlier this year which Mathew says 
was a ‘hit’. 

When did his love of poetry begin? 

Mathew says: “I got involved in poetry 
four years ago through wanting to express 
myself on paper and it started as me doing 
spoken word and writing things down as an 
outlet. Someone heard one of my pieces 
and said I had to let other people hear it. 

“So I did a performance in Lewsey Farm 
and at that event there was someone from 
the US Air Force and he invited me to per¬ 
form at the base in Lakenheath, and then it 
went from there.” 

Among the places Mathew has per¬ 
formed at is the Granadian and Nigerian 
embassies and at various events in 
London. As he works in London, he says 


he ends up spending a lot of time in the 
capital performing and enjoying the ‘buzz’ 
surrounding the poetry scene. 

Mathew says: “I want to bring an alter¬ 
native night out where you are not having 
to go clubbing and it’s more a conscious 
thing where people come to listen to others 
and hopefully it resonates with them. 

“I have seen it in London and I am 
always performing there so I’m trying to 
bring that sort of buzz to Luton. It does not 
always have to be about going out and par¬ 
tying. This event can actually be a party for 
the mind, if you like.” 

Mathew says he admires the way the 
Bear Club has put Luton on the jazz map 
and he is hoping to emulate that with his 
poetry events. 

He adds: “We are trying to bring some¬ 
thing fresh and new to the town, like what 
the Bear Club is doing. At the first event a 
well-known spoken word artist called Suli 
Breaks, who is a very good friend of mine, 
came down to support us. 

“He went on stage and gave an amazing 
performance and when people found out 
about it after, they were talking about it. 

“These are the things we are trying to 
do and bring to life.”

Climbing into art 



HOW do we experience art? 

That is the question artist Jan 
Niedojadlo is endeavouring to answer 
with his latest sculpturing exhibition. 

Titled ‘Climb into Podules’, the instal¬ 
lation features large-scale objects which 
visitors can climb inside and explore. 

Jan said he wanted his work to 
challenge the ‘traditional notion of artis¬ 
tic engagement’. 

The sculptures are designed to 
encourage visitors to use more than just 
their eyes when interacting with 
artwork. 

They are made from a variety of 
recycled materials including foam, 
rubber and carpet, and use lighting, 
sound and smell. 

Many of the sculptures are also 
inspired by natural and biological forms 
and all of them are meant to be 'acces¬ 
sible to everyone’. 

Jan said: “When you step inside one 
of my sculptures you step outside the 
gallery. You enter a world of curious 
atmospheres and subtle sounds. 

“While inside, I want people to feel 
unique through their own sense of 
wonder and discovery at the emotions 
which are stirred.” 

One of the pieces in Climb into 
Podules is a two-metre-high sculpture 
entitled ‘Hands of God’. It consists of 
giant clasped hands made from tactile 
materials and scented with Tiger Balm. 

On one of his previous visits to the 
town Jan created a set of giant 'squishy 
sculptures’ at the Wardown Park 


Museum. It was also made from 
recyclable materials and proved to be a 
hit with adults and children. 

Jan’s work has featured in interna¬ 
tional galleries, museums, festivals and 
nightclubs for more than a decade 
whilst also receiving rave reviews from 
critics. 

Louise Clement, an artist and curator, 
has described Jan’s work as having the 


power to ‘transform’ and ‘transport’. 

She writes: “Jan has established a 
practice which has a broad appeal 
coupled with heartfelt social messages. 

“By creating art that communicates 
directly and indirectly on a grand scale, 
his work speaks across generations and 
understandings of art and by taking 
works outside of the gallery space he 
reaches audiences that may not engage 


with art in more formal settings. 

“By physically being ’allowed’ to 
enter the works Jan challenges the 
standard and takes his work further 
than the sculpture/object in space, 
which is viewed externally, to ask the 
viewer/participant to become enveloped 
in the work as an essential process.” 

The exhibition is free and runs until 
May 22 from 10am-5pm everyday.

ACTRESS Dora Bryan forged a 
70-year career on the stage and 
screen, starting out playing ditzy 
blondes and moving onto dotty 
old ladies. 

In old age she popped up both 
in Victoria Wood’s sitcom 
Dinnerladies as well as Thora 
Hird’s sister Aunt Ros 
Utterthwaite in Last of the 
Summer Wine. She also had a 
memorable turn in Ab Fab as 
June Whitfield’s on-screen friend 
Dolly. 

It’s easy to forget that she was 
a respected actress early on, 
winning a BAFTA best actress 
award for her performance in 
the film A Taste Of Honey. 

Bryan, who died in 2014 aged 91, 
was once Britain’s highest-paid 
showbusiness star, even counting 
Noel Coward, among her ardent 
fans. 

During one break from 
performing, she concentrated on 
running a hotel in Brighton, 
which she later converted into a 
block of flats, returning to 


pantomime when she and her 
family were almost bankrupt 
and she needed the money. 

The hotel in Marine Parade on 
Brighton’s seafront, was used as 
an exterior location in the films 
Carry On Girls and Carry On at 
Your Convenience. Although she 
was forced to sell most of it 
during hard times, Bryan kept a 
flat on the first floor for years. 


The ground floor studio flat of 
the Grade II listed building is 
now up for sale at £275,000. With 
sea views, it would make a great 
party pad or rental property, 
according to the agent.

A beauty 
on the 
beach 



IF YOU do like to be beside the 
seaside, these wacky beach huts 
could be even more of an 
attraction. They were the 
winning designs in an 
international search to find 
alternatives to the traditional 
wooden boxes found along the 
British coast. 

A group of students with 
learning difficulties designed 
one of the winning entries - a hut 
clad in ceramic tiles - while four 
others were dreamt up by 
professional architects from 
around the world. All five 64sq ft 
designs will be built along 
Eastbourne seafront near the 
town’s pier later this summer. 
Some will be used for beachfront 
kiosks, while others will be 
rented out to beach-goers. 

The council currently has 87 
huts and 69 brick-built chalets 
and plans to build another 20 


traditional beach huts. It lets its 
large beach huts out for £800 a 
year, while the brick-built 
chalets cost residents nearly 
£3,000. 

But the cost of cosying up on 
the beach elsewhere in the 
country in a bijou hut could have 
you choking on your Mr Whippy. 
Last year, one on remote 
Mudeford Spit in Christchurch, 
Dorset, went up for sale at 
£250,000. With just 138sq ft of 


accommodation, it had a fitted 
kitchen, although no running 
water, and could sleep six. 

And a one-bedroom wooden 
beach shack in Seasalter, 
Whitstable, had an eye-watering 
£225,000 price tag. While it had 
great views of the bay towards 
the Isle of Sheppey, across 
Seasalter Marshes and the 
surrounding countryside, the 
new owner could only use it for 
11 months of the year.

Pooh 
Stone? 


A rock star sacked 
by the Rolling 
Stones for being 
out of control and 
a young child 

dreamily dropping sticks off a 
bridge with his teddy bear. 


You might think they had 
nothing in common, but these 
two iconic British figures both 
lived at this idyllic country pile. 


Stones drummer Brian Jones 
and Christopher Robin Milne, 
aka Christopher Robin, have 
also left their mark on 
Cotchford Farm. The pool 
where 27-year-old Jones 
drowned in 1969 while under 
the influence of drink and drugs 
is still here, along with the 
panes of coloured glass he 
installed inside the house, while 
there’s a statue in the garden of 
Christopher Robin and a 
sundial with the engraving: 
“This warm and sunny spot 
belongs to Pooh, And here he 
wonders what it’s time to do.” 


Milne’s father, Pooh creator 
AA Milne, bought the property 
in 1924 as a country retreat for 
his family, who lived here for 
more than 30 years. Fourteen 
years later, Jones planned to use 
it as a country retreat and 
started doing renovation work, 
but died a few months after 
buying it. 

The 16th-century Grade II 
listed country house close to 
Ashdown Forest in East Sussex 
is set in 9.5 acres, with the 100 
Acre Wood and Pooh Sticks 
bridge just down the road. 

With six bedrooms and four 
reception rooms it has loads of 
original features - exposed 
timbers and beams, oak framed 
windows, and flagstone and 
polished brick flooring. There’s 
also a grand oak panelled 
dining room, with gardens, 
paddock, and woodland. It’s on 
the market for £1.895m.

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TV castle much loved by Kevin 



THEY say an Englishman’s 
home is his castle, and for 
Francis Shaw it is certainly true. 

The architect first came across 
his would-be house as a 
schoolboy during a summer 
holiday and found it again 30 
years later when the ancient 
monument was in terminal 
decline. After 60 years of 
dereliction, the ground floor was 
filled with 12 feet of rubble, 40ft 
trees were growing inside it and 
virtually everything, except the 
walls, had gone. 

Shaw decided to fulfil a 
boyhood ambition of living in a 
castle, so he and wife Karen 
forked out £100,000 for the 
moss-covered ruin in 2004. Their 
bold, budget-busting restoration 
took more than two years and 
another £720,000 to resurrect it - 
but won the admiration of TV’s 
Kevin McCloud. 

Peel Castle at Hellifield near 
Skipton in Yorkshire started life 
as a wooden Saxon hall house, 
while the main house dates from 
the 1300s, and was built by one of 


the last Templar Knights, Sir 
John Harcourt. 

All the Shaw’s hard work paid 
off, as when it featured on 
Channel 4’s Grand Designs show 
in 2007 and again in 2009, 
presenter McCloud declared it 
one of this favourite projects. 

It’s got grand reception rooms, 
dining room, dining kitchen, 
study, seven bedrooms, eight 
bathrooms and a penthouse 


apartment. It also boasts a 
ground source heat pump, which 
means the castle is fuel efficient 
and not reliant on oil. 

The Shaws have run their 
eco-friendly castle as a 
successful boutique B&B in 
recent years, but have now 
decided to up-sticks, so it could 
be yours for £1.65m.

THE Jimi Hendrix Experience’s 
high octane stage act, with the 
dentally dextrous Hendrix 
setting his guitar on fire, sent 
audiences wild. 

For a few years in the late ‘60s, 
the band enjoyed sell-out tours 
and frantic recording sessions, 
creating inventive and inspired 
music. But despite earning huge 
amounts of money during their 
career, rock legend Jimi Hendrix 
and his bandmates saw very 
little of it thanks to their 
unscrupulous manager. 

Bass guitarist Noel Redding 
backed Hendrix on his 1967 
debut album Are You 
Experienced, and for ten years 
kept a detailed business diary 
that included schedules of every 
place the group played. He fell 
out with Hendrix and left the 
band in 1970 but never enjoyed 
the same success - not helped by 
his drug addiction. He spent a lot 
of his later years trying to get 
his fair share of royalties; in 1974 
Redding signed away any future 
royalties from the famous group 
for $100,000 and complained that 


he even had to sell the bass 
guitar he famously used for 
$16,000. 

He retired to Ireland and died 
aged 57 in 2003 but Redding, who 
was from Folkestone, once lived 
in Tudor Cottage Aldington, 
Kent. 

The detached five-bedroom

£845,000 - was built in 1927, 
boasts a spacious reception hall

TO the jaded, money is the 
language of football; that a 
player's loyalty will only 
extend as far as his pay 
cheque and that the teams at 
the top are exclusively those 
who have the biggest budget.

that Spurs’ Erik Lamela cost 
more than the whole of 
Leicester’s starting line-up 
from last week. 

The reason why everyone is 
getting so caught up in 
Leicester’s story is that it’s the 
sort we all thought was a 
thing of the past. 

We looked at how teams like 
Ipswich Town and 
Nottingham Forest came 
from the second tier to win 
the league title in next to no 
time and thought ‘that will 
never happen again.’ 


Yet here we are with the 
Foxes seven points clear at 
the top of the Premier League 
ahead of today’s match at 
Sunderland and the best bit 
is, instances of minnows 
punching above their weight 
are occurring in the Football 
League as well. 

The way things are going, 
Burton Albion v Newcastle 
United will be a 
Championship fixture next 
season, just seven years after 
four divisions separated 
them.

Hatters must ‘do better’

NATHAN Jones admitted that his 
Luton side have fallen away “with a 
whimper” in their bid to force a late 
League Two play-off push after they 
slumped a 2-0 defeat to promotion¬ 
chasing Accrington Stanley. 

It was only a fortnight ago that they 
won 1-0 at Plymouth Argyle and hope 
was high of charge for the top seven, 
but that momentum has been killed 
off with three defeats on the spin, in 
which they have failed to score in their 
last two. 

They slipped nine points off the pace 
after Scott Brown and Terry Gornell 
goals saw them off and raised 
Accrington into the top three and 
while, mathematically, Town can still 
reach the play-offs, realistically, they 
are a long way off. 

Jones ( pictured ) said: “We had a brief 
spell where we won a few home games 
on the trot and three or four games 
ago we said [it was] a great opportu¬ 
nity to do something this year and 
we’ve just fallen away. We’ve fallen 
away with a whimper, that’s the disap¬ 
pointing thing. We have a soft under¬ 
belly, but those are the things we have 
to change.” 

Brown’s opener in the 47th minute 


was similar to a Luton chance 
Cameron McGeehan missed in the 
first half, but that was not their worst 
indiscretion as Josh McQuoid blasted 
over the bar from a few yards out. 
Their second half showing was just 
not up to scratch. 

“We should have gone in [at half 
time] ahead because we had clear-cut 
chances, four yards out, open goal, we 
expect you to score that, but Josh has 
just come back into the team,” said 
Jones, adding: “Jack Marriott was 
clean through, Cameron’s had an 
opportunity. They’ve scored an identi¬ 
cal chance from what Cameron had.” 

Luton have now only managed 14 
goals in the last 15 games but, worry- 
ingly, have failed to score in the first 
half for the last nine home games. 

Jones said: “At times we look an 
excellent team. At times we really look 
fluent, but unless you finish off chanc¬ 
es, unless you have that real killer 
instinct, that killer edge, then you’re 
not going to win games. We’re always 
susceptible to the sucker punch, 
which we’ve done with on the last 
three games. 

“They’ve been used to, this season, 
losing games and being lacklustre, but 
that will change. That has to change. 
We’ve tried to change the style of how 
they play but there’s no point having a 
good style if we don’t defend well. It’s 
basic things which we’ve got to do 
better.”

ACCRINGTON STANLEY 2 

WITH the Grand National marking 
the country’s biggest day for a flut¬ 
ter, you could bet the shirt off your 
back that Luton would fail to score 
in the first half at home and then 
capitulate if Accrington Stanley had 
the temerity to take the lead. They 
followed the form book to the letter. 

For nine consecutive games and 
405 long minutes at Kenilworth Road 
the Hatters faithful have had noth¬ 
ing to cheer before the break, but 
that pales in comparison to their 
lack of ability to turn things around 
after an opposition side has taken 
the lead. In under a fortnight’s time 
it will be two full calendar years. 

Scott Brown’s opener, two minutes 
into the second period, was all to 
easy and came laden with an air of 
inevitability that this, for the ump¬ 
teenth time, was not going to be 
Luton’s day. Terry Gornell’s 85th 
minute header merely rubber- 
stamped the point, while another 
was starkly exposed - Town just 
can’t score goals. 

That’s none in the last three home 
games and a paltry 14 in the last 15 
so it was perhaps no surprise that 
after 10 minutes played that Josh 
McQuoid squandered their best gift, 
skying over the bar from close range 
after goalkeeper Ross Etheridge had 


pushed Jack Marriott’s shot into the 
striker’s path. 

And again, like last week, they 
fluffed their lines in general when 
those they aspire to, higher up the 
League Two table, dropped points. 
Wycombe are realistically the only 
team that Town have the faintest 
hope of catching to make the play¬ 
offs - thought let’s be honest, that’s a 
mission marked ‘miracle’ - and they 
got a late equaliser at basement boys 
York. The gap to success has now 
stretched to an impenetrable nine 
points. 

Mathematically at least, the 
Hatters can still break the top seven 
but after this display, on top of the 
Stevenage debacle, the only things 
they should be planning now is their 
summer holidays and next season’s 
campaign. 

Gone are the hopeful chest beating 
days at Leyton Orient and Plymouth 
Argyle. Here, for a second time this 
term, they were outplayed by 
Accrington Stanley. Who are they? 
Exactly - as the famous old TV 
commercial tagline went. But the 
Lancastrians are a team who do the 
simple things well and with this 
three points they moved into the 
automatic promotion places. Boss 
Nathan Jones is still trying to find 
the same formula at Kenilworth 
Road. 

The fans know it and that is why 
some of the biggest applause was 
reserved for the introductions of 
youth products Frankie Musonda 
and Zane Banton, the latter for his 
first appearance since November 9, 
2013. It was asking too much for 


them to have a massive influence on 
a dull and insipid second half 
display, but there’s a strong case now 
that they should start on Tuesday 
when Dagenham & Redbridge come 
to town. 

With little to play for it wouldn’t be 
a bad time to hand professional 
debuts to some more promising 
youngsters, with the highly-rated 
starlet Tyreeq Bakinson top of the 
list. 

While that goalless first half record 
could reach double figures in mid¬ 
week if former boss John Still returns 
to Kenilworth Road and frustrates 
his successor, Luton were at their 
liveliest in the opening 25 minutes. 


Marriott was busy and saw one 
effort, while Pelly Ruddock Mpanzu 
was comfortably Town’s best player, 
constantly probing and trying to 
unlock Stanley. 

Yet the visitors were not without 
their moments as a dangerous Sean 
McConville cross just evaded 
Gornell and Piero Mingoia, while 
Elliot Justham - back in goal after 
loan stopper Jonathan Mitchell was 
recalled by Derby - stooped low to 
paw away a dangerously curling Josh 
Windass volley. 

When they did take the lead, 
Brown’s goal was a carbon copy of a 
Cameron McGeehan first half miss, 
except the Stanley man tucked his in 


the bottom corner where Luton’s 
joint top scorer dragged wide. There 
began 43 long minutes of graft but 
no craft, from the hosts at least, bar 
a strong shout for a penalty when 
Ruddock Mpanzu was the meat in a 
Stanley sandwich. 

There was still time for Accrington 
to fashion a fabulous second when 
Gornell rose high to glance in substi¬ 
tute Tarique Fosu’s in-swinging 
cross. This season there’s one thing 
you can bet your bottom dollar on 
and that’s late goals conceded at 
Kenilworth Road. Not that it 
mattered, Luton have already fallen 
long before the final furlong.
